RESIDENTS in the Blackdown Hills 
are to get another say on the local 
plan for the future as East Devon 
District Council (EDDC) launches a 
final consultation on its proposals. 

It marks the seventh district-wide 
consultation exercise since the proj¬ 
ect began in 2007. In the past these 
have included mail outs to over 
60,000 households and workshops in 
towns and villages around the dis¬ 
trict. 

The consultation is the next stage 
of an process aimed at providing the 
district with a comprehensive plan¬ 
ning blueprint for the next 15 years, 
guiding where new homes, new jobs, 
green spaces and other improve¬ 
ments will be located. 

The plan will be presented to an in¬ 
dependent planning inspector along¬ 
side responses to the final 
consultation. The inspector will then 
consider the plan, the evidence be¬ 
hind it and the views put forward 
through the consultation to decide 
whether or not it is ‘sound’ or needs 


further work. This is intended to take 
place at a public inquiry in August 
2013 and, if successful, means the 
council could vote to adopt the plan 
in 2014. 

A Local Plan is a legal requirement 
for councils and planning authorities, 
and those who fail to produce sound 
plans can have targets and land allo¬ 
cations forced on them by the gov¬ 
ernment. 

Planning by appeal 

Because Local Plans set out clear, 
evidenced expectations for what can 
go where, they also help prevent 
‘planning by appeal’, where develop¬ 
ers can lodge appeals against plan¬ 
ning refusals because of lack of local 
plan policy and identification of a 
sufficient supply of land for develop¬ 
ment. 

The council is inviting local people 
and any other organisation or body to 
have their say as part of the new con¬ 
sultation. It is keen to encourage all 
supporters and objectors to make 
their voices heard and, if opposition 


is raised, put forward constructive, 
realistic alternatives to specific pro¬ 
posals. While any views put forward 
will be carefully considered by 
EDDC, importantly they will also be 
presented in full to the inspector, pro¬ 
viding reassurance that the process is 
fully transparent, independent and 
considered by an outside body. 

The draft plan itself is available 
now, including maps showing where 
policies apply and detailed develop¬ 
ment proposals in the Blackdown 
Hills. It can be viewed online or 
downloaded at

Nursery destroys saplings as a 
precaution against ash dieback 


A FOREST nursery on 
the edge of the Black- 
down Hills has decided to 
destroy 7,000 healthy ash 
saplings as a precaution, 
and to raise the profile of 
woods and forests. 

The West Country has 
had no cases of tree dis¬ 
ease Chalara ash dieback 
but Perrie Hale Nursery 
partner Nick Davey de¬ 
cided to act anyway. 

He explained the deci¬ 
sion by saying: "At the 
moment the West Country 
is free of the disease, and 
we want it to stay that 
way." 

Mr Davey and staff 
burned their ash saplings 
and, in a statement to cus¬ 
tomers, Mr Davey said: 
"We made the difficult de¬ 
cision to burn clean, 
healthy stocks of ash - at 
considerable expense to 
ourselves - as a preventive 
measure to ensure that, as 
is our policy, we do all we 
can to ensure the sale of 
strong healthy saplings 
for planting." 

He also explained that 
ash plants can only be 
moved into or within the 
country if accompanied 
by a plant passport saying 
they come from a recog¬ 


nised disease-free area. 

He considered it un¬ 
likely that plant passports 
could be issued before 
spring 2013, which would 
have made the plants too 
old and set for destruction 


anyway. 

He continued: "We con¬ 
sider this as a price worth 
paying if it means that we 
will be allowed to sow ash 
seed in the spring as 
usual. 

"By taking action we 
wanted to raise the profile 
of woods and forests. It is 
our opinion that the public 
values them." 

The tree disease is de¬ 
scribed by The Forestry 
Commission as "a serious 
disease of ash trees 
caused by a fungus called 
Chalara fraxinea (C. frax- 
inea)". 

It causes leaf loss and 
crown dieback, and can 
lead to tree death. 

Infected trees have been 
found regularly in conti¬ 
nental Europe for the last 
20 years. 

An infected consign¬ 
ment of trees, sent from a 
Dutch nursery to a nurs¬ 
ery in Buckinghamshire - 
was discovered in Febru¬ 
ary this year. More cases

land. The situation was 
deemed so serious that 
central government called 
a meeting of its emer¬ 
gency committee, Cobra, 
to discuss the matter. 

A Forestry Commission 
spokesperson said: "C. 
fraxinea is being treated 
as a quarantine pest under 
national emergency meas¬ 
ures, and it is important 
that suspected cases of the 
disease are reported. 

"Hundreds of staff 
members from govern¬ 
ment agencies are out 
checking sites across the 
UK for signs of the tree 
disease Chalara ash 
dieback. 

"It’s one of several ac¬ 
tions to emerge from a 
meeting of the Govern¬ 
ment’s emergency com¬ 
mittee." 

Trade between EU 
member nation is gener¬ 
ally unrestricted, but indi¬ 
vidual member nations 
can take special measures 



in certain situations. As a 
result, the UK Parliament 
introduced Plant Health 
Order 2012 on October 
30th prohibiting all im¬ 
ports of ash seeds, plants 
and trees into Great 
Britain, and all movement 
of ash seeds, plants and 
trees within Great Britain. 


When asked what he 
thinks is the way forward 
to prevent outbreaks in 
future, Mr Davey wished 
that people would "take 
more care to to see where 
trees and shrubs are 
grown" and be prepared 
to pay a little more for 
home-grown produce. 


Despite the loss of his 
nursery's ash sapling 
stock, he appeared opti¬ 
mistic under the circum¬ 
stances and said: "We 
have come through worse 
than this."

The Blackdown and East Devon Woodland 
Association has issued a paper on the perceived 
effects of ash dieback in the Blackdowns 


The history 

Clalara was discovered in 
Denmark, a few years 
ago and was first found 
in Ash saplings, but 
spread to more mature 
trees over 2-3 years. It is 
a fungus that itself does 
not kill the tree, but 
weakens the trees im¬ 
mune system and allows 
other diseases to attack 
the tree. Local spread 
may be via rain splash or 
even transmission by in¬ 
sects. Over longer dis¬ 
tances the risk of disease 
spread is most likely to 
be through the move¬ 



ment of diseased ash plants and wind. Movement of 
logs or unsawn wood from infected trees might also 
be a pathway for the disease. There is no cure at pres¬ 
ent. 


Our Woodland make up 

Common ash (Fraxinus excelsior) is the third most 
common broadleaf native tree species in Great 
Britain after oak and birch. Ash is the predominant 
tree species in approximately 129,000 hectares of 
woodland in Britain, and it occurs widely in much 
other woodland. It is a deciduous, broadleaf species 
native to much of continental Europe and the British 
Isles. In the Blackdown and East Devon AONB'S there 
are 6,334 ha of broad leaf woods and many hedge 
rows all with extensive Ash trees in them. Approx 10 
% of our woods and hedge species in the South West 
is Ash, the effect of the fungi attacking all our Ash 
would be nothing less than catastrophic. 


Landscape 

The panoramic views in this area depends on trees, 
and Ash in particular as they are a major hedgerow 
tree with a distinctive and characteristic shape. The 
landscape would change dramatically if all ash were 
to succumb to the disease from a visual perspective. 


Economic 

Ash is a major player in the woodfuel sector, with 
more than 35% of hardwood fuel being made up of 
Ash, this would especially hit the log market in this 
area. Although most of the Ash timber is of low qual¬ 
ity, there is a small amount being used for local man¬ 
ufacture and wider sales. There would be the cost of 
containing an out brake with the Forestry Commis¬ 
sion talking about compulsory felling and contain¬ 
ment.

SYMPTOMS of Chalara fraxinea can be visible on 
leaves, shoots and branches of affected trees. In severe 
cases, the entire crown shows leaf loss and dieback 
and there may also be the formation of epicormic 
shoots on branches and the trunk. 

Foliage 

Leaves can suffer from wilting and black-brownish 
discoloration at the leaf base and midrib. Dieback of 
shoots and twigs is also very characteristic. 

Branches and stems 

Small lens-shaped lesions or necrotic spots appear on 
the bark of stems and branches and enlarge to form 
perennial cankers. These cause wilting and dieback of 


shoots and branches, particularly in the upper crown. 
Underneath the bark lesions, the wood has a brownish 
to grey discoloration which often extends longitudi¬ 
nally beyond the bark necrosis. 

Whole tree 

Trees with withered tops and shoots are very charac¬ 
teristic. Heavily affected trees have extensive shoot, 
twig and branch dieback and often have prolific epi¬ 
cormic shoots. Chalara fraxinea has also been isolated 
from the roots of symptomatic trees, as well as from 
leaves, shoots and branch/stem lesions.

W ELL it’s official, Chalara is on its way. We don’t 
know when or how hard it will hit us, and I won’t 
dwell on it now as it’s too depressing, and information 
is on our website and others. 

Woodland bio security is very important, especially for shoot¬ 
ers/walkers/and cyclists who are travelling from wood to wood. 
I have just set up a bio secure entrance to our woodland, in the 
light of recent developments, using recommended disinfectants 
(see forestry.gov.uk/plantsanddiseases ) it is the responsibility 
of everyone in the countryside to be secure. 

Safety is paramount too, when working with timber and trees. 
There was quite recently a prosecution of an employer after the 
death of a worker under his care. They were cutting a tree down 
and the worker was on a tractor and loader pushing the tree 
away from a building, when the tree broke off and fell on the 
tractor killing him instantly. 

This wet weather is also a factor when doing risk assessments 
for tree felling, as the trees react differently when very wet. And 
more damage can be done to the flora and fauna, as well as the 
timber itself, by pulling it through mud, so the real question as 
to whether it’s worth leaving until next year, should be asked. 

Now the next big question is a plastic Christmas tree or a real 
one? Well I can help you make up your mind, firstly the plastic 
one is made out of fossil fuels, that goes without saying, but it 
does last a few years. The real tree will not have absorbed any 
carbon, as some my think, as this happens as the tree gets older, 
so no environmental saving there so far. The crunch comes at 
the end of both their uses. The plastic one may last four or five 
years but will go to land fill eventually, so two negative marks. 
The real tree will have provided habitat for wildlife while grow¬ 
ing, it is neutral carbon, and will go for mulch or woodchip 
when finished with, so three positive marks. I rest my case. 

Please go to the Lorestry Commissions website for updates on 
ash dieback as the situation is changing every day, and it is most 
important we all be vigilant, and contacts for reporting any 
sightings are on the site as well. 

I would like to wish you a very merry Christmas and a pros¬ 
perous new year.

Outlook for wildlife is ‘truly grim’ 


T HE country scene, as I 
write, is truly grim. Torren¬ 
tial rain, high, gusting 
winds and swollen rivers have 
brought flooding and misery to 
hamlets and villages in the West 
Country. 

Even as I write more heavy rain 
is forecast and with it more dis¬ 
tress will ensue. 

On a personal note, an attempt to 
drive into Axminster last Wednes¬ 
day was completely thwarted for 
the Axe had burst its banks at 
Weycroft and an attempt to break 
through to Hawkchurch ended 
when I discovered a submerged 
car in deep flood water. I can only 
give thanks that I live on the sum¬ 
mit of a hill with no fear of flood¬ 
ing. 

For the wild life of the country¬ 
side it is a time of stress and poten¬ 
tial hunger. 

The dreadful summer has left the 
hedges bereft of berries and fruit, 
stubbles which were once a source 
of winter sustenance for many 
birds, are now ploughed in the mo¬ 
ment the last bales have been 
carted and the outlook is grim. 
Winter feeding, whether by gar¬

den owners or farmers who are 
now subsidised to provide grain 
for wild birds, is essential. How¬ 
ever, purchasing bird food in small 
quantities is very uneconomical, 
especially if one has several feed¬ 
ers in operation. 

I have found that the best answer 
is to buy a large sack of mixed 
food at a cost of around £15. This 
lasts for a month or more and is 
much better value than the small 
packs. Unfortunately nyger seed, 
which attracts goldfinches, is still 
very expensive but essential. 

The State of the UK’s Birds, 
2012 has just been published by 
the RSPB and makes for fairly de¬ 
pressing reading. 

I’m never quite sure how much 
reliance one can place on figures 
which estimate populations of 
birds, but it is claimed that in 1966 
there were 210 million birds in the 


UK, but that figure is down by a 
fifth to 166 million birds today. 

These, I suspect, are very much 
give or take figures and presum¬ 
ably only apply to resident birds 
but the fact remains that there has 
been an overall dramatic fall in 
numbers. 

Our most common bird, the se¬ 
cretive wren, now has a population 
of 17 million, a drop of three mil¬ 
lion 11 years ago, while starlings, 
once seen in vast clouds as they 
swirled and pirouetted at dusk be¬ 
fore roosting, have declined by 80 
per cent to around four million, 
while house sparrows are down 
from 30 million to 10 million, and 
song thrushes are almost a rarity. 

Curiously enough, house spar¬ 
rows are my most common garden 
bird and now rely almost entirely 
on my feeders for subsistence. The 
report notes that blue and great tits 


are increasing, but if so not on my 
patch! 

I haven’t seen a great tit for 
months and only the occasional 
blue tit; goldfinches, though, are 
plentiful unlike greenfinches 
which have apparently suffered 
from a disease and are now seldom 
see. 

Will we, I wonder, one day see 
parakeets in the West Country? 
These colourful aliens are now in 
their thousands in south-west Lon¬ 
don and are apparently spreading 
as several have now been reported 
in the Midlands. 

There is, regrettably, no indica¬ 
tion that predators such as mag¬ 
pies, crows and sparrowhawks are 
in decline. 

These birds destroy countless 
nestlings and, in the case of spar¬ 
rowhawks, adult birds and whilst 
the corvids can be controlled, spar¬ 
rowhawks are still fully protected. 

The case for some form of man¬ 
agement for these and several 
other raptors can readily be made, 
but the RSPB will have nothing of 
it and prefers to close its ears and 
eyes to the damage being inflicted 
by certain birds-of-prey.

AXCESS Electric-Bikes of Honi¬ 
ton has completed a second year 
with increases in sales in the 
spring and autumn, but the 
weather in June and early July and 
the Olympics in August depressed 
demand. 

The introduction of their own 
brand range of electric bikes has 
proved a great success. 

“The Axcess Brand bikes have 
proved popular and reliable in use” 
said Peter Blackman the director. 

The European market for electric 
bikes continues to expand with 


Germany leading the way with 
sales of 310,000 and The Nether- 
land second with 178,000. The 
UK runs a poor 6th with 20,000. 
The British Electric Bike Associa¬ 
tion report that 49 per cent of the 
electric bikes sold in the UK were 
priced between £801 & £1,300 and 
75 per cent of purchasers chose 
their particular bike because it has 
a Twist & Go throttle. 

The threat to make the throttle il¬ 
legal in the UK as part of Euro¬ 
pean harmonisation appears to 
have retreated. This is partly be¬ 


cause the European Commission is 
considering permitting the throttle 
as they have recognised that elec¬ 
tric bikes can substantially reduce 
the number of short car journeys 
which people make. 

Electric bikes continue to benefit 
from research into batteries for the 
car market so electric bike batter¬ 
ies get smaller, lighter and greater 
capacity. Some users now report 
that, when using pedal assist, they 
achieve 50 miles range on 1 
charge.
